The Honor System is based on the assump- 
tion, supporléd by fact, that if a student is 
expected to be honest, he will be honest in 
practically all eases. The faculty member, 
Jeaves the examination room as soon a| feit h§| 
papers have been passed out and all qliesUonf! 
. ■answered;; returning bnlv once during the ex- 
ianiihation to ' answer further questions, and 
again at the end of the period to collert the 
papers. Student.* in this system know that 
they arc under their honor'to do IKeirVwhrk 
individually throughout the cxaniinationu^And 
the system work.*. I have written under two 
such systems,-, and in neither case' have I 
known any cheating.. 

In Oherlin, last year, llicrn were so few 
. casts of cheating, and everyone was sn fnti,s- 
||"ç,fiefl that the sy.-ilpui was cicteiidèd to allow 
unaccompanied exits from the room for smok- 
ing and other things unavoidable during 
exanis. Most colleges have had similarly satis- 
factorj' results. 

The Honor System in most universities 
recognizes that there are certain individuals 
who have already learned dishonest practices 
and will use thejp under any «ystem. In order 
• that the other 99 per cent will not' suffer from 
their cl^eatjng,^^. student honor coiir^^ibeen 
set up on'mbàt'oai^puses. The funrtJon^Pljis 
cour/ is to investigate student-rephrted cases 
and administer appropriate punishment: at the 
same time attempting to improve examination 
conditions and publirire the system. 

It i.« the fnnrlinn of the university to pre- 
pare the student for life in society. .There Are 
very few Invigilntor.s in sneiety (f^pccially 
Lord High Ones), and n citizen is expectcd.fo 
be honest hccau.«c it is right. If thi.» positive 
approarh to examination cheating can bè in- 
stigatèd with no loss of efficiency, then it is 
. the university's responsibility lo do so.
